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Cyanamid’s New Bid for Muscle Shoals 


Bill Recommending Its Acceptance By the Government Introduced by 
Representative Madden, Chairman of House Appropriations Com- 
mittee—More Favorable Offer Than One By Power Company or 
Henry Ford—Bill Endorsed by Agent of American Farm Bureau 


Federation 


Washington—Jan. 26—Mr. Mad- 
den (Rep. IIl.), chairman of the 
House appropriations committee has 
introduced a bill authorizing the 
government to accept the latest offer 
of American Cyanamid Co. for the 
government’s power development 
and nitrate plant at Muscle Shoals. 
Madden believes this bid is better 
than those of Henry Ford and the 
Associated Power Co. Mr. Mad- 
den said: 

“The power company proposed to 
build a new power plant at an estim- 
ated cost of from $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000. The farmers must pay on 
this at the rate of about $1,000,- 
000 per year and _ depreciation 
charges of about atother $1,000,000 
annually. In all the record I know 
of nothing to indicate that by adopt- 
ing a new process involving addi- 
tional charges of $2,000,000 per year, 
we will thereby be able to produce 
fertilizers more cheaply than by the 
use of our present plan. 

“The farmers contend that Con- 
gress should not accept any offer 
that will unnecessarily add $2,000,- 
000 to their fertilizer bills at Muscle 
Shoals, and in my judgment, the 
farmers are right.” 

“The original Cyanamid offer,” 
said Mr. Madden, “provides for pro- 
duction of fertilizer containing 40,- 
000 tons of fixed nitrogen, the same 
as Ford’s offer, but under my Dill 
the Cyanamid company agrees to 
produce fertilizers annually contain- 
ing not less than 48,000 tons of fixed 
nitrogen, an increase of 20 per cent. 
over the Ford offer, and this increase 
is equal to more than half of the 
fixed nitrogen contained in Chilean 
nitrates we imported in i914. 

“The Cyanamid company proposes 
to furnish all of its patented pro- 


cesses for producing fertilizers free 
of any royalty charges. Ford’s of- 
fer did not propose to do so.” 

Mr. Madden thought bids submit- 
ted to the Muscle Shoals Commi:- 
s.on las‘ Winter by power cu .mpan- 
ics in Alabama and now pending 
in the House and the Senate did not 
conform to the requirements of the 
National Defense act, but that the 
bid of the New York corporation 
does. The Cyanamid bid offers to 
turn out nitrates, while the others 
would keep nitrate plant No. 2 
idle, Mr. Madden contended. 


Chester Gray, Washington agent, 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
endorsed the plan submitted by Mr. 
Madden, saying: 

“The answer to the power trust’s 
proposal to take over Muscle Shoals 
came today with the introduction of 
the Madden bill accepting the re- 
vised offer of American Cyanamid 
Co., which has the endorsement of 
organized agriculture,” said Mr. 
Gray. 

“The revised offer of the Cyana- 
mid company increased by 20 per 
cent the amount of fertilizer guar- 
anteed. This means nitrogen suff- 
cient for more than 2,000,000 tons 
of ordinary mixed fertilizer. 

“The lease assures the Govern- 
ment 4 per cent on the peace-time 
cost of the Muscle Shoals dam and 
equipment, takes over all present 
costs of maintenance, sets aside an 
amortization fund which eventually 
returns the Government’s capital 
and in addition gives back to the 
Government the entire development 
at the end of the fiftieth year lease 
period.”

Reports in 
London are to the effect that the 
arrangement will not necessitate 
new capital, but if it eventu- 
ates will carry world-wide import- 
ance to rayon manufacturers, as 
Courtauld’s controls American Vis- 
cose Co. and already has a definite 
arrangement with the Glanzstoff in- 
terests, which control about 75 per 
cent of the fiber output in Ger- 
many.

‘but was pardoned in 1893.

Estimating that the German Pot- 
ash Syndicate sold 600,000 metric 
quintals of potash (K2O) during the 
month of December, the total sales 
for the year 1926 were about 1,600,- 
000 quintals (or 160,000 metric tons) 
less than the sales of 1925. Sales up 
to Nov. 1, were 1,700,000 quintals 
less than those made during the first 
ten months of 1925, but this defi- 
ciency was reduced by a stronger 
demand for fertilizers during No- 
vember and December.

Copper welding of maximum 
strength is obtained by using copper 
that has been deoxidized and a de- 
oxidized welding rod, says Union 
Carbide and Carbon Research La- 
boratory. When copper is cast into 
the slabs or bars from which the 
commercial products are made, it 
contains from 0.01 to 0.08 per cent 
of oxygen in the form of cuprous 
oxide. 

Deoxidized copper is not a stand- 
ard product at present, the leading 
manufacturers of copper are ready 
to make it on orders for mill lots, 
which should specify “Copper for 
welding completely deoxidized with 
silicon.”

Developments in the industrial 
chemical market were few during 
the past week. Arsenic is apparently 
‘developing a firmer tone and prices 
are higher. Stocks of imported ma- 
terial on spot have been cleaned 
out, and consumption during the 
past year is reported in excess of 
production. Denatured alcohol has 
been soft in price with shading by 
2c gal. on occasion. Barium chlor- 
ide is quite competitive with im- 
porters lowering prices sharply when 
several tots arrive together. Uom- 
estic makers are meeting the prices 
of importers on practically all oc- 
casions. Ammonium chloride is mov- 
ing in large volume but supplies 
are large and prices are unchanged. 

Copper sulfate is pursuing a steady 
course. Glauber’s salts and Epsom 
salts are selling at low levels. Acids 
generally are firm. Tin salts are 
lower with the metal. 


Light oil distillates positions are 
absolutely unchanged. Benzene is 
plentiful and prices remain soft. 
Toluene is in very heavy demand 
and practically all factors report a 
sold-up condition at firm prices. Sol- 
vent naphtha and xylene are offered 
freely but prices are firm. Naphtha- 
lene is increasingly firm as the ship- 
ping season approaches next month. 
Phenol makers continue to offer 
freely but prices are apparently un- 
changed. 

Intermediate makers report a dull 
market with movement satisfactory 
but lacking snap. Prices show very 
slight variation. The sharp price 
competition of the last quarter of 
last year has apparently disappeared 
and makers are rather optimistic 
about the current year. 


Further advances in all positions 
of Chinawood oil is a feature of the 
continued improving oil market this 
week. Better consuming interest 
and Chinese internal troubles have 
served to increase the frice here and 
on the Coast.

Cthi1wise the market was gener- 
ally steady with minor price changes 
noted in several oils. Linseed is 
quoted higher on spot, but there 
is still a tendency to cut prices for 
business and inquiry are routine. Tal- 
low is again held at higher levels and 
producers are having no trouble in 
getting the price asked. Fatty oils 
in general are well maintained. 


_ Steadiness*is also noted in castor, 


coconut, crude corn, denatured 
olive, palm oils, and stearic acid and 
red oil. Factors in peanut oil have 
advanced the spot market sharply 
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on both crude and refined oils on the 
Strength of higher replacements. 

Refined cottonseed oil is fraction- 
ally lower at the moment. Last week 
witnessed a good volume of trading 
in futures with sales on Thursday 
of 42,000 bbls., exceeding any day 
since August, 1925. Crude oil is 
steady at the mills.

Manufacturers Who Formerly Exported Through Agtents are Now Ap- 
pointing Sales Forces in Foreign Countries—Business in Heavy Chem- 
icals Extremely Dull—Little Trade During December—Prices Un- 
changed—Quotations in Pound Sterling and In Dollars 


(Special to CHemicaL Markets) 

Hamburg, Germany, Jan. 3— 
Heavy chemicals for home con- 
sumption and for export continue 
dull. General conditions are good, 
however, in spite of failures owing 
to money stringency early in 1926. 
The position of some exporters is

TRIBUTE TO C. A. GRASSELLI 


C. A. Grasselli received a tribute 
to his business foresight and finan- 
cial ability at a meeting of Cleve- 
land’s Chamber of Commerce Jan.

“One to whom Cleveland owes a 
great debt of gratitude for his scien- 
tific skill, and organizing genius, in 
producing essential chemical sub- 
stances in vast quantities and at a 
minimum of cost.

It 
is indeed a profound pleasure to 
have the privilege of doing honor 
to Cleveland’s distinguished citizen, 
C. A.. Grasselli.” 





Protest of Vera Chemical Co., 
Canada, against the requirement that 
carload shipments of rosin be packed 
in barrels, was overruled by In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, 
which found the rates not unreason- 
able or unlawful. The commissicn 
affirmed its former findings that 
rates on rosin, in carloads, to bur- 
lington, Ont., from Gulf and south 
Atlantic ports were not unduly pre- 
judicial, that rates from Gulf ports 
were not unreasonable, but that rates 
from South Atlantic ports were un- 
reasonable.
